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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 9 
October 2009 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 31, 32 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Barton (2,756,742). 

Barton discloses the claimed invention including an elongate member 17, 21 
having a proximal portion and a distal portion adapted to retract tissue (see, Fig. 3). A 
guide member 25 is coupled to the distal portion of the elongate member. The guide 
member has a pathway extending therethrough and a cut-out portion 26 in a front 
sidewall thereof (see, Figs. 5 and 6). The pathway is substantially parallel to a 
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proximal-distal plane containing the front sidewall of the guide member. The guide 
member comprises front, back, and opposed lateral sidewalls. The lateral sidewalls are 
integrally joined and are substantially C-shaped. With regard to statements of intended 
use and other functional statements, they do not impose any structural limitations on the 
claims distinguishable over Barton, which is capable of being used as claimed if one so 
desires. In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 
(CCPA 1963). Furthermore, the law of anticipation does not require that the reference 
"teach" what the subject patent teaches, but rather it is only necessary that the claims 
under attack "read on" something in the reference. Kalman v. Kimberly Clark Corp., 218 
USPQ 781 (CCPA 1983). Furthermore, the manner in which a device is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from prior art apparatus 
satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Barton 
(2,756,742) in view of Florin (3,626,471). 

Barton discloses the claimed invention except for explicitly reciting more than one 
tube or passageway. Florin also discloses a retractor 10 and teaches that an additional 
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passageway can be included to provide additional surgical access where necessary 
(see, e.g., Fig. 1 and col. 1 , lines 9 and 10). It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to include another 
passageway on the retractor of Barton, in view of Florin, in order to provide additional 
surgical access. Even absent the teachings of Florin, it would have been obvious to 
have provided a second passageway to the retractor of Barton, e.g., to provide a 
second guide for a backup tube or working channel, since it has been held that mere 
duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only routine skill in the art. 
St. Regis Paper Co. v. Bemis Co., 193 USPQ 8. 

Claim 37 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chang 
(6,663,562). 

Chang discloses first and second elongate members having proximal handle 
portions 16, 20 and distal, tissue-retracting outer surfaces 18 (see Fig. 1). Guide 
members are attached to the distal end of the elongate members and include opposed 
front, back and lateral sidewalls, and also include a pathway formed therein for 
receiving a tool (e.g. 78). A cross member 14 connects the first and second members. 
Chang does not explicitly recite that the cross member is removable from the members 
but it would have been obvious for a person of ordinary skill in the art to have provided 
the cross member in the form of a screw, e.g., because they are simple and 
inexpensive. Screws are removable and reattachable. 
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Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, All 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-6, 8, 10-18 and 27-55 are provisionally rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-4, 
8-21 and 24-26 of copending Application No. 10/609,123. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
differences amount to minor changes in the language and arrangement of the features. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 



conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
